Judge Franklin quoted a section of 
the Georgia law prohibiting munici- 
palities from licensing the sale of in- 
toxicating beverages and said offend- 
ing officials could be punished by fine 
or imprisonment. 

He pointed out, however, that if the 

city council or the defendant (W. H. 
Bagby, city collector of taxes, against 
whom the injunction was aimed) were 
punished it would not void any It 
cepse issued which would be in force 
for one year. 

“Therefore, there is no adequate 
remedy at Jaw.” 

The judge wrote that “it is contend- 
ed by the defendant that alcoholic 
beverages containing less than one- 
half of 1 per cent by volume of aleohol 
are legal under the laws of Georgia

Wages Fixed by Federal 
Government Called Fair 
by Head of Federation 
of Trades.

| Deploring the attack by Governor 
_Eugene Talmadge on the wage scale of 
\ the Civil Works Administration, J. Sid 
Tiller, president of the Atlanta Feder- 
|ation of Trades, Saturday issued a 
' formal statement detailing the scaie 
and terming it “fair.” 
| The governog attacked the seale in 
a published article last week which 
‘drew from Civil Works Administra- 
'tor Harry L. Hopkins in Washington 
the charge that the governor was 
“seeking headlines” and that he was 
| “yapping.” 
| Mr. Tiller’s statement follows: 

“I deplore the fact that the wage 
scale of the CWA has been attacked. 
In view of the fact that criticism has 
| been levied at this scale by our gov- 
|ernor, I feel that the people of this 
|state should be acquainted with the 
| Situation in order that they may under- 
|stand the problems facing the CWA 
'and understand, too, the fairness of 
ithe scale. 
| (1) We must keep in mind the fact 
that the CWA program is a national 
'one, It knows no state boundaries, no 
county boundaries. It is neither rural 
_nor urban, It is a human program de- 
Signed to take care of unemployed 
American citizens whether in cities, 
small towns or rural sections, whether 
carpenters, bricklayers or farm hands. 
| Naturally, a nation-wide program is 
_going to be open to the criticism that 
‘it does not exactly fit in with some 
| local scales. Once we lift our eyes be- 
yond our own front yard or even look 
over the back fence, we can realize 
how impossible it is to fix a scale that 
would snit everybody. 

‘(2) It is not only a national pro- 
gram but it is an emergency program. 
Granting that a fairer scale could be 
worked out on a scientific basis, 
granting that differentials might be 
| desirable for various localities and va- 
rious occupations, it would take an 
almost unlimited time to establish 
such. The most important thing was 
to do something and that is exactly 
what the CWA proposes to do. Mis- 
takes were made, for example, in our 
|World War program. If President 
| Wilson had taken the time, he could 
'bhave avoided many of these. But 
meantime the war might have been 
_lost and with it all else lost. The same 
thing is true today—almost literally 
so. Four years of depression, four 
vears of hunger, four years of walk- 
ing the streets, four years of disap- 
pointment after disappointment have 
taken their toll. Anyone with average 
intelligence, standing on the sidelines, 
so to speak, making no contribution 
especially and sharing no responsibil- 
ity, can point out weak spots or per- 
chance, capitalize on the complaint of 
some particular individual, But is that 
| putting people to work? One impor- 
tant criticism of ‘tthe Hoover adminis- 
'tration was not the program itself so 
'mueh as it was the slowness with 
| which it was put into actual opera- 
| tion, 


; 


Also Emergency Program. 


“(3) It is not only a national pro- 
'gram and not only an emergency pro- 
‘gram but it is a program of putting 
money, that is, purchasing power, 

into the hands of the people. Normal 
| times cannot be restored except by 
| stimulating consumption, Consumption 
cannot be stimulated except by creat- 
ing buying power. The creation of pur- 
chasing power means placing in the 
'hands of the workers or the masses of 
| the people, money with which to pur- 
chase the essential needs of life. Here 
again the CWA program is to be con- 
trasted with the program of the last 
administration, It will be recalled that 
President Hoover proposed to meet the 
depression in its early stages and rec- 
ommended the adoption of a _ public 
works program, also the creation of a 
reconstruction finance corporation. 
Through these two channels the fed- 
eral government proposed to do two 
things: Stimulate publie construction 
work and thaw out frozen assets and 
thereby make available credit to busi- 
ness. It sounded good. The only diffi- 
culty was that it did not work. It did 
not get results. The public works pro- 


gram suffered delay after delay, with | 


consequent disappointment to those 
who were looking for relief. Likewise. 
the extension of credit program did 
not work. Loans were made to the 
railroads but wage cutting continued 
and there was no let-up in the lay- 
offs. Loang were made to banks but 
the small businessman found it as dif- 
ficult as ever to get eredit at the 
banks. Somehow or other the more 
than two billion dollars poured into 
the banks and railroads and the big 
corporations in this manner failed to 
reach out into the farms, the mills and 
ihe stores in a way that created jobs 
for people and put money into every- 
dav circulation. Now President Roose- 
velt proposes to reverse this idea. If 
pouring money in at the top won't 
work he will try pouring it in at the 
bottom. Theoretically, this may be a 
no better way than the other one, but 
lteosevelt ig a man who tests a plan 
DY ifS resuits, 
“Seems to Be Working.” 

“(4) The plan seems to be working 
and that should be the surest test. 
In the World War the people asked 
‘not whether this plan was a good one 
or not, nor did they even question the 
What they looked for was vic- 
tory and the end of the conflict.

Attack on CWA Pay Scale 
Deplored by J. Sid Tiller 


Is there not ample precedent for this? 
Did not the government exceed the 
local market in fixing the price of 
cotton? Did any farmer complain 
about this? They did not. The only 
complaints were from those critics 
now complaining of the CWA wage 
rates. I do not believe the farmers of 
Georgia would insist on help for 
Georgia agriculture and deny the same 
assistance to the labor prodficing 
those same agricultural commodities. 
In my opinion, our farmers are in- 
telligent enough to see the CWA as 
part of a general program sponsored 
by our president to restore to the 
American people the opportunity to 
enjoy American standards. 

“(8) That the CWA wage scale 
will cause any number of people to 
resign their regular jobs or leave the | 
farm in any large number remains to | 
be seen. Very little is being done for 
the farm hand at this time of year 
anyway. And very few intelligent 
Wage earners are going to leave a reg- 
ular job and take on this temporary 
one, even at a higher wage. Surely 
this scale can hardly be as upsetting 
as the depression which it is sup- 
posed to conquer. With 10,000.000 
people out of work, with a million 
or more roaming the country, a large 
per cent of them boys and girls— 
and lots of them farm hands, at that 
—we should not be unduly alarmed 
at a measure which takes literally 
millions of them out of this uncer- 
tainty and puts them to work, re- 
stores them to respectability and 
gives them some money with which 
to pay their debts and buy some- 
thing for their children. Remember, 
too, that even though this wage may 
be high, it is not simply putting 
more money into the hands of the | 
workers. A worker does not keep. 
his money, he spends it, spends it for 
something worth while. The surest 
way to put money into circulation is 
to pay it out in wages. That is a | 
lesson the preceding administration 
could not learn. It is a lesson which 
industry has been unable to learn. | 

“Finally, why be jealous of the 
worker? Why envy him his wage | 
scale? For once in life there is a} 
president in the White House who. 
proposes to do something for the wage 
earner. Heretofore, we could scarcely 
think of more than giving him a dole 
or a pauperized wage. The federal 
government has raised the price of cot- 
ton, the price of tobacco, the price of 
hogs for the farmer. Why knock the 
government’s trying to raise the price 
of labor? Some of us are unaccustom- 
ed to thinking in terms of wage scales 
when we think of farm hands or labor- 
ers, so accustomed are we to thinking 
how little we can pay. I trust that 
the good citizens of Georgia will con- 
tinue to stand behind the president 
and the CWA program. It is the one 
constructive plan that has yet been 
offered for striking the depression in 
its most vulnerable spot. We have 
confidence in President Roosevelt, con- 
fidence in his ability to plan, confi- 
dence to his ability to select his sub- 
ordinates, confidence in his courageous 
actions and above all, confidence in 
him as our leader because with all of 
his wisdom he is showing a sympathet- 
ic understanding of the people that 
is sO unique and unusual as to be at 
once refreshening and enheatrening.”

Karly in 1904 he was sentenced by 
the ezarist government to four years 
of exile in Siberia, but the verdict 
could not be executed because Russia 
was at war with Japan. Every avail- 
able train on the line was reserved 
for the transportation of troops and 
ammunition. Dragged from jail to 
jail, he was finally sent to a small 
village in the northern government of 
Olonets, 

In 1910 prison doors closed behind

LEIPZIG, Germany, Dee. 23.— 
(UP)—Marinus Van Der Lubbe, er- 
ratic young Dutch stonemason, was 
sentenced to be hanged today when 
the supreme court found him guilty 
of setting fire to the reichstag in 
Berlin last February 27. 

His four communist co-defendants 
were found not guilty. 

The hanging penalty was inflicted 
as a form of added disgrace, behead- 
ing being considered a more “honor- 
able” form of execution in nazi Ger-

CAMPAIGN PUSHED 
FOR GOTTON SLASH 


Agents Spur Drive for 
Acreage Reduction Con- 
tracts in Georgia. 


By CLYDE BEALE. | 
VALDOSTA, Ga., Dee. 23.—(4)-—| 
extension agents in south | 
Georgia are now busily rounding up| 
farmers to co-operate with the federal | 
government in its campaign to reduce) 
cotton acreage in 1934. 

In view of the fact that Secretary 
Wallace, of the department of agricul- 
ture, has announced that there will be 
no cotton reduction program for 1934 
unless enough growers sign the con- 
tracts to co-operate with the govern- 
ment, agents are working hard to get 
all growers to sign the agreement to 
reduce their acreage next year. 

“The government's plan for reducing | 
cotton acreage in 1934 will not be by 
methods of destruction, but by getting 
the farmers to agree not to plant so 
much cotton,” County Agent R. E. 
Miller is telling growers of Lowndes 
county and this section. No cotton 
will be plowed up under the plans 
for next year. 

Their arguments to farmers in pro- 
moting the sign-up for reduction in- 
clude the fact that cotton is now 
bringing 10 cents per pound as a re- 
sult of the curtailment of production 
this year, the acreage rentals which 
will be paid growers by the govern- 
ment, and the promise that growers 
will receive an adjustment of one cent 
per pound on the portion of the crop 
which goes for domestic use, 


Georgia would have produced 1,464,- 
000 bales this year if the plow-up 
campaign had not gone into effect, 
agricultural authorities claim. Had 
this much been produced, cotton 
would have sold for not more than 5 
cents per pound, bringing the total 
returns for the crop to $36,000,000.

As a result of the plow-up, how- 
ever, total production in the state for 
1933 was 1,105,000 bales. This cotton 
brought 9 cents per pound and the 
farmers also received rental fees from 
the governnient for the acreage they 
plowed up, the total returns for the 
enitire state crop being approximately 


$62.000,000. 

Under the reduction plans for 1934, 
farmers wil receive acreage rental | 
fees ranging from $3.50 to $18, ac- 
cording to the estimated yield on the 
land they keep out of production. The 
plans call for a 35 to 45 per cent 
cut in acreage based on the average 
for the five-year period beginning in 
1928 and ending in 1932. 

Not only will the farmer receive 
acreage rental fees, but he will reap 
the inevitable rise in price which will 
follow curtailed production and a 
smaller crop and he will also receive 
the l-cent per pound adjustment on 
domestically-consumed cotton, the 
county agents point out. 

“The only way in which farmers 
of Georgia can hold the gains made 
this year in cotton prices is to co- 
operate. It will mean that we will 
have no reduction program and this 
would be almost a calamity to grow- 
ers, for with the large stocks now 
on hand, there will be no hope of 
cotton bringing more than 5 cents per 
pound in 1934,” Miller says. 

So, for the next six weeks county 
agents will be doing all in their 
power to get the necessary acreage 
signed up for the program. The sec- 
retary of agriculture has announced 
that January 31 will be the final day 
of the campaign. The actual sign-up 
in Georgia begins January 1,

Cotton Crop Reduction 
To Leave Thousands 


Idle Unless CWA Proj- 
ects Absorb Surplus. 


MACON, Ga., Dee. 23.—(#)—Lin- 


coln MeConnell, state re-employment 
director, in a statement to the Macon 
|News said there are 83,000 men at 
_work on civil works projects in Geor- 
gia, 200,000 more are being registered 


and “there cannot possibly be any 
shortage of farm labor in Georgia 
next year.” 

Governor Eugene Talmadge issued a 
statement Tuesday saying he had 
been informed CWA jobs and wages 
paid to farm workers by the CWA 
— ,, disrupting the farm labor sup- 

y. 

Mr. McConnell said there would 
not be farm jobs for any consider- 
able portion of those now registered 
at government re-employment offices. 
“The government is reducing our 
principal crop, cotton, which means 
there will be a reduction in the num- 
bers who have worked on farms this 
year,” he said. 

“No one has figured the percent- 
age, but an acreage cut in cotton of 
close to 40 per cent will mean thou- 
sands of white and negro farm work- 
in- 
formed, and their only hope for gain- 
ful employment will be with CWA or 
PWA projects. 

“There is still an acute shortage 
of jobs in this state and private 
business and industry cannot possi- 
bly provide work for the unemployed 
at the present time.” 


_Mr. McConnell said he did not de- 
Sire to criticize the governor, and “in 
fact has asked his help in securing 
jobs for at least 50.000 of these men 
who want work but are unem- 
ployed.” 

The governor's criticism of CWA 
wages was answered by Harry Hop- 
kins in charge of the CWA, who 
said he would cut rural sections off 
the CWA list if a shortage in farm 
labor appeared. McConnell said it 
was “unthinkable” that more than a 
quarter of a million men should he 
thrown out of jobs merely to assure 
an over-plentiful supply of farm la- 
bor, when there are already more 
workers on farms than will be needed 
for next year.” 

He said he was told by one farm- 
er who employs six hands that he 
has received applications for jobs 
from at least a dozen workers but 
Is unable to, employ any of. them 
because of the cotton acreage redue- 
tion plan. 

Under present plans, he said, about 
2,000 men registered in this city can- 
not be put work, regardless of how 
many projects may be approved be- 
cause Washington allots only about 
$50,000 weekly for CWA workers 
here. He said the city would receive 
fA substantial share of the 50,000 ex- 
tra jobs asked for the state, should 
they be authorized by Hopkins.

Mother’s Love Forty Years Ago 
Took the Place of Missing Santa 


By HUNT CLEMENT JR. 
It was about 2:30 a. m., and the 


street car conductor, observing that I 


was the only passenger, walked up the 
aisle of the swaying car, stopped 
alongside the seat in which I was 
seeewiing, and said: “Well, how goes 


“All right,” I said, yawni lux- 
uriously. “Looks as if peeebs ate go- 
ing to have a fine Christmas, consid- 
ering. 

“It’s going to be a fine one for me,” 
he said. There was something in- 
triguing behind his grin, behind his 
smiling eyes. “Sit down,” I said. 

What have you to be proud of?” 

I was thinking this morning about 
another Christmas,” he said, plopping 
down ide me. “It was years 
ago. A Christmas that meant more to 
me than any I had until—well, until 
my own kids came along. It means a 
lot now, but I’m glad I don’t have 
to have one like it this time.” 

_If that Christmas meant a lot to 
him, why should he be glad he did not 
have to repeat it? I looked at him. 
“I know,” he said, “it doesn’t sound 
right.”

“Well, Banks,” I remarked as we 
sat eating .some hot cakes one hour 
later, “you now have enough to buy 
a ticket to Canada and spend Christ- 
inas with your wife. You are always 
talking about going home. Why don't 
you light out?’

For some 
unknown reason he had not taken a 
drink that night. This was unusual, In 
fact it was remarkable. For never in 
the history of Banks’ sojourn had he 
ever been known to refuse a drink.

The mayor Saturday wrote finis to 
his committee assignments for 1934, 
asserting that he had completed the} 
appointments and planned no further 
revisions, and turned his attention to 
his annual message to council. 

He will spend the major portion of 
Christmas Day in outlining that mes- 
sage he informed press representatives 
Saturday. . 

“You know we have little time for 
play with such weighty problems as 
preservation of municipal credit and 
adoption of a balanced budget for next 
year’s operation,” Key said. “I intend 
to outline my message during the quiet 
of Christmas Day, which I will spend 
at home.” 

Importance of keeping governmental 
expenditures within receipts, and pres- 
ervation of the credit of the city, the 
latter one of Key’s main objectives 
during the cuts and economies made 
in city operation during the past two 
years, will be major features of the 
message. 

Key will cite the fact that the ad- 
ministration stand in both matters 
has had a favorable reaction in fi- 
nancial circles and has given Atlanta 
one of the highest ratings of any city 
in America. 

He will tell the council that the 
city’s credit was so good that federal 
officials refused to accept 4 1-2 per 
cent, the interest carried on refund- 
ing bonds posted for the new police 
station as security for a PWA loan, 
but took only four per cent. He also 
will say that the Coca-Cola Company 
in agreeing to absorb $500,000 worth 
of scrip for December salaries of em- 
ployes of the city, asked only two per 
cent instead of six per cent carried 
on other scrip issues. 

The mayor will appeal for a con- 
tinuation of the policy of a balanced 
budget, he will cite governmental econ- 
omies, and will recommend others fav- 
ored by the budget commission, which 
he heads. He will exhort council to 
cull expenses and to enable a further 
reduetion in ad valorum assessments 
to aid business recovery.

The Bulletin extends cordial greet-| 
ings to its readers throughout the na- 
tion as it wishes for them a joyous 
Christmas and a prosperous New 
Year. 

It is interesting to observe the sec- 
tional distribution of nonfarm homes 
owned by negroes in*the United States 
and to see the relationship of popula- 
tion distribution to the percentage of 
home ownership. 

The bureau of the census announces 
the number of nonfarm homes owned 
by negro families, by value groups, 
with median value, for the United 
States by sections, divisions, and 
states, as reported at the census ol 
1930. Dwellings not occupied by the 
owners were reported by the tenants 
as rented homes without reference 
to the racial identity of the owner. 
Of the 480,324 owned homes in the 
urban and rural-nonfarm areas, 116,- 
GOS, or 24.3 per cent were in the 
north, 351.576, or 73.2 per cent were 
in the south, and 12,140, or 2.5 per- 
cent were in the west; as compared 
with a negro population distribution 
of 20.3 per cent in the north; 78.7 
per cent in the south, and 1 per cent 
the west. The south had the 
greatest number of homes with, val- 
ues ranging from less than $1,000 up 
to $4999, and the north had the 
sreatest number with values of $5,- 
000 to $20,000 and over. The me- 
dian value for the north was $3,153, 
for the south. $1,007, and for the) 
west, $3,602. The state of New York | 
reported the highest median value in) 
the north: the District of Columbia, 
in the south, and California in the 
west. In the higher values there were 
9,862 homes valued at $10,000 and 
over: 3,186 at $15,000 and over, and 
1,289 at $20,000 and over, 961 of the 
latter being located in the north, 267 
in the south, and 61 in the west. 
Only three states, New York, New 
Jersey and [Illinois reported 100 or 
more homes valued at $20.000 and 
over. Of the homes owned by negro 
families 3.93 per cent, as compared 
with 5.7 per cent of those owned by 
white families, were valued under 
$1.000, and 86.7 percent, as com- 
pared with 49.5 percent, were valued 
under $5,000. Texas led in the num-| 
ber of negro owned nonfarm homes, | 
followed by Virginia, North Carolina, 
Georgia and Louisiana in the order | 
named. In each of eight states, Ar- | 
kansas, Florida, Georgia, Kentucky, | 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Oklahoma and / 
South Carolina, 50 per cent or more of

ment to the children at the home,

These problems have pre- 
sented home economics with the great- 
| est challenge in its entire history.” 

The speaker said that home eco- 
nomics had made contributions 
through classes in high schools and 
colleges, through homemaking classes 
for adults, through extension clubs 
for rural girls and women, and 
through the business world. Adjust- 
ments in “home economics courses of 
study to meet present economic condi- 
tions were described as a_ general 
measure which had been followed by 
home economics teachers throughout 
the country. Some of the outstanding 
activities mentioned as contributions 
'of homemaking departments in our 
schools, in addition to regular class- 
room instruction were: Co-operating 
with the CWA _ program, serving 
lunches to needy children, assisting 
'welfare organizations in the planning 
‘of low-cost nreals, disseminating litera- 
i'ture on nutrition, setting up exhibits 
showing how to spend money for food 
‘and clothing, co-operating with the 
Red Cross in the making of clothing, 
and renovating garments that have 
been given to the needy. 

The conclusion reached was that 
‘the most valuable and certainly the 
'most permanent contribution made by 
home economics in the present emerg- 
‘ency has been the better education of 
the consumer, since the consumer must 
| play a more and more important part 
in the struggle for better economic 
conditions.

It had been held in the Kansas City Federal Building three years ago and to 2 # 
Bay that it had created a nationwide sensation is to make no overstatement. «ea 

Debonair, middle-aged Dr.,Charles Shepard was popular; he held a high posi- 
tion in Army circles. And he was even better known in medical circles. He was 
acclaimed as one of the world’s foremost specialists in the treatment of tuber- 
culosis. But for all his prominence, now he was declared guilty of poisoning his 
beautiful wife, who had been twenty-two years his junior. . 

The Government claimed the motive for his ¢rime was his love for a beautl- 
ful, young blonde stenographer. She had been in court as a witness and this 
had added color to the trial. Another highlight was the intense sympathy of the 
spectators for the accused officer. 9g 

One stylishly dressed woman, who had attended every session, voiced the 
general resentment when the jury returned its verdict. Said she: ‘'He’s innocent 
and some day this decision will be reversed.”” Newspapermen identified her as 
Mrs. Alice J. Watt, wealthy widow of a prominent Denver business man and a 


had promptly turned each letter over to the 
Government investigators as evidence against 
him. To say that this admission nearly 

“floored” many of the spectators is put- 


ting it mildly. ‘ 

Several of the major’s love letters 
were introduced in court, and scorching 
paragraphs from them read. One was: 

“Glorious, lovable, wonderful you, I 
want you to know that I care. I want 
you to know that life’s happiest hours 
are always the ones you share! ‘Some 
one means so much to me in all that I 
say and do. Some one brings joy to me 


with a love that’s fine and true.’ 

“Do you know who that one is, sweet- 
heart? Some one whom I’m proud to 
say is you, a you—my dear. [| love 

you—believe me, love you!!!” 
Then came one of Miss Brandon’s “thank 
you” letters for a gift. It read in part: 
“Of course, you will be the only one to see me in the lovely nighties, dear! 
No, I did not let any one take me in their arms the evening of my birthday, dear, 
but several said I looked irresistible and that they would love to hold me in their 
arms, but no one can do that except you, dear.” 


The report of the autopsy on Mrs. Shepard’s body was presented at the 
trial and showed that a large quantity of poison was found in her system. But 
perhaps the most damning testimony was the statement of a nurse, admitted 
over the major’s lawyers’ strenuous objections, that Mrs. Shepard had said be- 
fore her death: “‘My husband poisoned me.” 


The defense did not attempt to deny that Mrs. Shepard died from poison, 
but the attorneys sought to show that the major did not administer it. Neither 
did they deny the major’s infatuation for his blonde light 0’ love. Defense 
witnesses proved that Mrs. Shepard had been using a mouthwash which contained 
the poison which killed her, and it was argued that that might explain how it 
was found in her body. Also it was argued she might have taken the poison 
by mistake. ‘ 

It was while the defense lawyer’s were mapping out their appeal to the 
U. S. Supreme Court that another woman entered Major Shepard’s life. And, 
strangely enough, she proved to be Mrs. Watt, the woman who had followed 
his trial so closely and who had voiced her belief in his innocence so vehemently. 

Mrs. Watt supplied the $25,000 bail to gain liberty for the major pending 
his appeal. She organized ‘“‘Major Shepard Defense,” committees throughout

social registerite. She had travelled to Kansas City for the court sessions. 

To understand the drama of this courtroom scene, it is necessary to go back 
several months and examine Major Shepard’s private life. He had specialized in 
tuberculosis treatment when his first wife, his school-days sweetheart, had died 
from the disease years before. He had married his beautiful young second wife, 
the former Zenana McCoskey, in 1917. They seemed ideally happy, but what the 
world didn’t know was that they had been little more than casual friends for 
several years. 

About a year before the trial, Major Shepard had been detailed to Brooks 
Field, the Army flying center in Texas, for a special study of surgery. There he 


-mmet Grace Brandon, the pretty 24-year-old blonde stenographer. 


was taken seriously ill. Doctors were unable to diagnose her sickness. Three weeks 
later she died. . Because of the rumors of the ‘other woman,” and the mystery of 
the illness, the medical chief at the fort ordered an investigation, _ 

Major Shepard refused his permission for an autopsy, declaring that he 
had promised his wife he “wouldn’t let them cut her up.” She was extremely 
jealous of her beautiful figure, he explained, and she would not even submit to 
a minor operation because she feared the surgeon’s knife. 

Major Shepard was overruled. The report of the autopsy was not made 

ublic at the time, but it was significant that one of the Government’s ace 
investigators was put on the case. He was Ray Caffrey, later slain in the Kansas 
City Union Depot massacre. Soon the major was indicted and shortly after- 
wards the trial opened. 

Probably the dramatic highlight of the trial was Miss Brandon’s appearance 
on the witness stand. She admitted that she had accepted the major’s presents, 
and she said she was in love with him. Yet, almost in the next breath, she ad- 
mitted that she encouraged him to write to her after the indictment and that she 


Colorado and led them in raising $4,000 to aid him. Also she is said to have 
dipped into her own funds with a lavish hand to help him. 

Not long ago her efforts were rewarded. The Supreme Court, through 
Associate Justice Benjamin Cordozo, ordered a new trial on the grounds that 
the presiding judge erred in admitting the nurse’s statement that Mrs. Shepard 
had accused her husband of poisoning her. 

Major Shepard was elated, of course. And so was Mrs. Watt. They felt 
sure the next trial would bring an acquittal. And while they were rejoicing 
they omepeee the biggest surprise of the whole case. They announced that weeks 
before they had eloped and were married. 

Major Shepard and his bride are extremely happy. They look forward con- 
fidently to a reversal of the first verdict at the Major’s second trial. Meanwhile 
the case affords an extraordinary example of the sharply contrasting reactions

It comes to the great holiday which express- 
es joy and hope and finds no mockery in it. 
The Christmas star no longer shines down on 
a land which is sunk in the darkness of dis- 
couragement and doubt. The bitter tide of 
want which flooded the land on former holidays 
has begun to recede. 

Christmas, of course, is not primarily a day 
for the counting of material blessings. Jt has 
to do first of all with an intangible thing, a 
spiritual promise—a promise which can make 
its possessor rich even though he may be in 
rags, because it assures him that no matter how 
bad his lot is now he can get another and bet- 
ter chance later on.

Some 4,000,000 men who had no jobs last 
Christmas are at work this year, and from their 
pay envelopes they are able to buy the gifts, 
the trees and the food they were not able to buy 
a year ago. Children in 4,000,000 American 
homes are going to have a happier day tomor- 
row than they had last year. 

The federal government has also _ put 
4,000,000 more men to work during the win- 
ter on a series of work-relief projects. These 
are not the familiar “‘made work’ jobs, at 
which men toil all day in return for a little coal 
and a few groceries; instead they re honest-to- 
goodness jobs whose holders can look the 


world in the eye with full self-respect.

Slowly but surely, 
it is pushing up the prices of farm products, so 
that the men who grow the food we eat can 
get a decent price for their work and can buy 
their families the things that go with a proper 
Christmas celebration. . The government has 
reached out its hand to stay the loss of homes 
for mortgages and taxes. It has acted to pro- 


tect the hard-earned savings of toiling men and 


women. It has set aside vast sums to tear 
down those miserable substitutes for homes 
which we call city slums. 


yy you lump all of these things to 

gether, you find that they are merely the 
material manifestations of a great revival that 
has come to the American spirit. 

We are palsied and discouraged no longer.

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N THE WHITE HOUSE today sits a man who 
is ne history as fast as history ever was 
made. 

Maybe its only a coincidence, maybe its some- 
thing much deeper, almost mystic in its signifi- 
cance—but the fact is, “F. D.’s’’ ancestors from 
remotest times down to the present moment have 
been makers of history—not only of America’s 
history, but of Europe’s.

NAME any American crisis, and you'll find a 
Delano-Warren-Roosevelt offshoot or relative 
up there fighting—not selfishly, either, but with 
the public good at heart.

Two items typify the whole story. An ances- 
tor of “F. D.”’ found Plymouth Rock, and spotted 
it for a good landing place, before the Pilgrims 
landed there.

King Alfred the Great 
is generally credited with 
founding the British navy. 
When he became King 
after licking the Danes, 
he built many longships 
to keep out the Viking 
invaders. But Alfred’s ancestors were Danish 
Vikings themselves and so were the forebears 
of the Norman Warrens and Norman Delanos. 
As everyone knows, President Roosevelt was 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy, and he is build- 
ing the American Navy up to parity with the 
strongest naval nations today. 

There have always been Delanos in the Ameri- 
can Navy, like Commander Francis H. Delano, 
whose picture is on this page. He was in Peru 
at the time the photo was made. And Admiral 
Farragut’s famous flagship, the “Hartford,” 
which finally crushed the Confederate sea-com- 
merce in the Battle of Mobile Bay, was designed 
and built by a Delano—Commander Edward 
Hart Delano, of the Union Navy. Perhaps no 
naval vessel was ever more beloved than the 
“Hartford’’—its poop-rail, with the name, is pre- 
served at a Pacific Coast naval station today. 
Commodore Perry, of Revolutionary fame, was in 
this family, too. Quite a maritime record. 


QUE schoolboys and girls learn about the “West-

Meanwhile, in New Amsterdam— 
later New York—the Roosevelt line 
was equally distinguishing itself. But 
it’s quite a different story. 

When “‘Teddy” Roosevelt visited Europe, he 
hunted down the little village of Roosevelt, in 
Zeeland, and paid it a visit. He had gotten his 
name from that village, for the name of Claes 
Martenzen van Rosenvelt, the early Dutch im- 
migrant, means when translated: “Claus, the 
son of Martin, of the place called Field of Roses.” 

Claes brought his wife Jannetje with him. 
New Amsterdam, when they arrived, was a 
thriving and very cosmopolitan seaport. Nicholas, 
their son, was a fur-trader and alderman; and his 
son bought the “Beekman Swamp,” now New 
York’s leather district, for a hundred pounds. 


S<DDY” and “F. D.”’ are descended from two 
different sons of Nicholas Roosevelt, as the 
chart shows. 

Undoubtedly the most prominent of all early 
Roosevelts was Isaac, of Revolutionary times. 
He’s on the “F. D.” side of the chart. Born in 
1726, he was one of New York’s most prominent 
and wealthy men—had a house on Wall Street, 
owned a big sugar warehouse on Queen Street. 
When the Revolution started, he was elected to 
the Provincial Congress, and he and Abraham 
Walton were commissioned to raise a force of 
5000 men to defend the city. 

The British were marching down from Boston. 
Isaac Roosevelt’s army lacked bullets, and an 
order went out for everyone to tur in their 
leaden window weights. They did so, but it was 
no go—the British captured the city, and Isaac 
moved up to Dutchess County, enrolling in the 
militia. 

He served all through the war, helped to 
draft the State Constitution later, served on va- 
rious councils, and was on the local committee 
Washington and his 
forces when they marched down the Bowery in 
1783. In fact, Isaac had charge of the dinner 
that was given to Washington by the State of 
New York, at the old De Lancey mansion, and 
signed the check for 156 pounds 10 shillmgs— 
quite a banquet! 

Isaac Roosevelt was the second President of 
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the Bank of New York. His son, James Roose- 
velt, married Maria Walton, and she was a Beek- 
man—which brings us to William Beekman, the 
President’s ancestor who “built the wall of Wall 
Street.” 

He left his name on Beekman Street. 


William Beekman was Peter Stuyvesant’s 
right hand man. Born in Holland in 1623—three 
years after the “Mayflower” Pilgrims had sailed 
—he came across at Stuyvesant’s personal re- 
quest as a young man of 23. Old Peter made 
him a city official under the first charter, and 
when the Indians got bothersome in 1654, Beek- 
man was put in charge of the job of fortifying 
the city. 

It was just a little town, in the southern toe of 
Manhattan Island, so Beekman went a short dis- 
tance out of town and chose his spot. The result 
was a wall, a high palisade made of posts 
“planted” in the ground, with stone watch-towers 
at a few spots along its line; and it stretched 
2.340 feet, clear across the island. 

Naturally a road went along it, and a few 
houses sprang up. And that’s how Wall Street 
got its start. Whether or not William Beekman’s 
remote descendant, President Roosevelt, will be 
forced to bring about its finish, is still an unan- 
swered question. 


EEKMAN was head man of the Dutch trading- 
colony in Delaware, for some years. He was 
judge, customs collector, chief officer. He locked 
horns with the New Amsterdam officials, writ- 
ing to Peter Stuyvesant to complain about New 
York liquor in the hands of Delaware Indians; 
and he had trouble with Lord Baltimore’s Mary- 
landers besides. But Lord Calvert visited him, 
Beekman got a shipment of French wines from 
Stuyvesant, and the hatchet was buried. 


Later, Stuyvesant put him in charge of the 
Dutch trading on the Hudson River, headquarters 
at Kingston. So he ruled the whole district from 
Manhattan north for many miles. At the end of 
his life he came back to town and was its largest 
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land-owner, One of his daughters married Peter 
Stuyvesant’s son, and one of his sons, Gerard 
Beekman, became our President’s ancestor—hig 
granddaughter married a Roosevelt. : 

And, finally, we get the Waltons—English, 
intermarried with Dutch—who were the richest 
and most outstanding New York family during 
the century prior to the Revolution. Captain 
William Walton bought land along East River, 
put up ship yards, built and owned a fleet that 
sailed the seven seas. More than any other one 
man, he made New York a world-port. 


WALTON'S ships traded with Europe, the West 
Indies, and he had a contract to supply food 
for the Spanish garrison at St. Augustine, Florida. 
When England fought France, his ships turned 
privateer and harried the French commerce. He 
went into insurance, too, financing other men’s 
ventures. ‘ 
And so he became the first New Yorker to be 
honored by the popular title of “Boss.” They 
called him “Boss Walton” clear back around 
1725. It meant financial leadership, not political. 
His son, William, built the finest mansion in 
the city—on Franklin Square, with great grounds 
stretching down to the East River. The carven 
pillars, elaborate panels and other decorations 
were imported from Europe. British officers; 
who were entertained there, carried glowing ac- 
counts of Walton's banquets back to England— 
citing his wealth, incidentally, as an argument 
for heavily taxing the obviously rich Colonies. * 
When the Bank of New York was founded, 
in 1784, it started business in the Walton mane 
sion. It was a grandson of Walton who became 
an ardent patriot. before the Revolution, and 
signed a public document declaring; “All the 
horrors of civil war will never compé] America 
to submit to taxation by Parliament.” 
“Boss” Walton’s great-granddaughter mars’ * 
ried James Roosevelt. - So we are back in, the 
main line again. 3 


HERE are three aspects to this business of have 
ing a long and distinguished ancestry. Some’ 
people trade upon it for social purposes, without. 
contributing anything of their own. That is what 
has brought genealogy into popular discredit. 

But scientists clearly recognize that the 
transmission of valuable characteristics is a bio- 
logical truth of the utmost importance. Just-as 
stock-breeders “select” the material to be bred, 
so the eugenists favor selection of human mae 
terial—and they may point to the Delano-Roose-' 
velt family as one of the outstanding proofs that 
their thesis is valid. 

Finally, who knows’ what influence it may 
have upon a man’s ideals of public service, to 
know that his ancestors served the public before 
him? President Roosevelt is writing the latest 
chapter to a long and glorious family story.

OOM IN THE SHADE

EFORE discussing’ those 
B flowers .that through ages 
of environment are partic- 

ularly well adapted to satisfactory 
growth in the shade it might be 
well to stop and see why and how 
flowers bloom. To understand this 
is simply a study of essentials to 
fant life. These essentials may be 
divided into three divisions; food, 
air and sunshine 

Through a thorough considera- 
tion of these essentials we may be 
able to grow flowers to greater 
advaspee in the shade and for 
that matter, probably better able 
to grow all plants eithe: 
shade or in the full

the place in which we want to 
plant blooming flowers. In some 
instances, the flower beds are al- 
ready beneath the limbs of these 
trees. . 

A constant fight is obliged to go 
on there between the trees and 
the flowers—the oldest fight in 
nature, the survival of the fittest. 
The trees and the flowers both 
try to get the necessary food and 
water, and oftentimes there isn’t 
enough for both. In that case the 
trees, being larger and stronger, 
eventually kill out the flowers, 
but survive, themselves. 

At this point in the 
we may step in and save both the 
flowers and the trees by supply- 
ing sufficient moisture and food 
for both, at the same time 
»rovine the mechanical condition 
f the soil so that plenty of plant 
food is available after it has been 
placed there. 

So, we find that 
the beds is of utmost importanc: 
when planting in the shade. 


THE HOE VS. THE HOSE. 
The careful gardener conserves 
more water than he applies. By 
preventing the soil from baking 
and cracking at the surface we 
escape of ire 
and thereby con- 
Plants give off 
of water from

Another biz help to plants in 
the shade is sufficient air circula- 
tion, this mav easily be improved 
ry the judicial removal of a few 
rom the trees and shrubs. 
Throuch these various precau- 
tions and preparations before 
planting, and through proper care 
after planting, a creat many flow- 
ers can be made to grow in the 
shade that otherwise would not. 
At the same time. other flowers 
generally grown in the shade, 
will flower mtch more profusely.

ranger ts 
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growth in the shade. However, 
these flowers, such as 3,innias, 
that only reach their full perfec- 
tion when grown in the full sun 
—and we mean full Georgia sun 
—cCan never be expected to grow 
at their best, or even to flower 
well enough to bother with them, 
when planted in the shade. In 
other words, those flowers that 
at their best will have a difficult 
time, Wwe will not discuss, but we 
will carefully select those that 
will have the best chance. 

As @ general thing annuals are 
not lovers of shade, but there are 
some Which may be depended on. 
Some annuals are now seasonable. 
These we will discuss mostly. 


The sweet alyssum is one of our 
best beloved white edging plants. 
Che double sweet alyssum is wide- 
iv used by commercial florists for 
design work. The foliage is heavy 
and the flowers are more showy. 
The various sorts are admirably 
adapted to rock gardens, old- 
fashioned gardens, pots, hanging 
baskets and borders around other 
flowers. Thev combine well with 
other flowers in attractive vase 
arrangements 

Few of our flowers are as fan- 
in form as the snapdragon., 
fantirrhinum-najus). At the same 
time ‘the colors attract us. There 
delicate pinks, yellow and 
deep maroons. Seed may be sown 
indoors when an early start is 
desired, but they bloom nicely 
when planted directly in the open 
soil. 
Centaurea or cornflower comes 
in a popular blue, purple, rose or 
white sort. The double varieties 
are fuller, more symmetrical and 
larger, so that these are by far 
the best to cultivate. The various 
sorts are good cut flowers, espe- 
cially the sweet sultans and 
cornflowers. 

As a cut flower, the China-aster 
is bighly popular and generally 
admired for its colors—rose-pink, 
white, violet, purple, red, light 
pink and lavender. It has splendid 
keeping qualities, and the flowers 
stand rough usage. 

Clarkia is a native of our west- 
ern states and was first found by 
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members of the Lewis-Clark ex- 
pedition; hence, the name. The 
lowers are single and double and 
range from deep rose through 
lilac and light pink to white. An 
outstanding characteristic is the 
drooping buds before they open 
and the fact that. single blooms 
normally have four petals. The 
plants rarely grow over 2 ‘feet 
tall, and bloom from July to Oc- 
tober, Clarkia is very hardy and 
seeds may be sown out doors 
early in the spring. 
Cynoglossum, which is a lovely 
blue forget-me-not-like flower. 
has been introduced to our gar- 
dens and cataloged as the Chi- 
nese forget-me-not. It grows 2 
feet tall with long sprays of deep, 
clear blue flowers produced for a 
rather short season in the early

flower. Do not transplant lupines. 

The pansy, it would seem, is one 
of the most alluring of all garden 
flowers. Its little faces make most 
of us laugh when we look at them. 
The pansy is an ideal border or 
bedding plant, and with all its 
charms, there are some persons 
who do not grow them. 


Every one has some room for 
petunias because they are the 
most profuse flowering of any an- 
nuals. The colors have been im- 
proved to such an extent that 
there are now varieties to please 
us all; clear blues, rich purples, 
violets, pinks, whites and striped 
sorts; the giant doubles are mar- 
vels of the breeder’s art; the frill- 
ed sorts are popular—but why 
continue farther? 


PERENNIALS. 

The garden's gold is greatly en- 
hanced in autumn by the sorts of 
rudbeckias, especially the golden- 
glow, which ‘is the double form 
of rudbeckias. The snowy char- 


acter of the plants makes them 
especially useful in bold masses 
for the border. The goldenglow is 
valued where there are outbuild- 
ings, fences and unsightly ob- 
jects to be hidden. All of the 
sorts make excellent cut flowers. 

The bleeding heart or dicentra 
is one of our most showy old- 
fashioned flowers, which everyone 
loves. It grows from 2 feet to 
4 feet tall and spreads out almost 
the same distance. The leaves are 
a@ light. transparent green, with 
heart-shaped flowers, pink and 
rosy crimson in color, produced in 
sprays along the stems. 


Candytuft, a low-growing ever- 
green shrub, is jn reality one of 
the best flowers in its class. It 
grows from 8 inches to 12 inches 
high and spreads out making low 
mats which are covered with flat. 
dense, clusters of the purest of 
white flowers. The foliage of the 
candytuft is evergreen, and is one 
of the best plants grown for edg- 
ing purposes. 

The moss phlox or phlox sub- 
ulata grows wild and blooms early 


in the spring. Because of its 
spreading habit it is usually 
found growing on the surfaces of 
rocks, in fields or over dry banks. 
In the rockery it is often planted 
in dry corners because it with- 
stands drouth so well, and its 
dense growth soon makes an ad- 
mirable ground covering, espe- 
cially when hundreds of small 
clusters of pink and white flow- 
ers come out in the spring. It is 
also for borders, between stepping 
stones, etc. 


Aquilegia or columbine, makes 
an excellent rock garden plant as 
well as a good border, where it 
makes clumps sometimes 2 feet 
in diameter. 


Lilies of the valley grow well in 


Shady spots where some other 
flowers become pouty and will not 
grow. A-*good soil, well prepared, 
and heavily fertilized, and a fair 
degree of moisture, will suit the 
needs of this lovely plant excel- 
lently. 


Violets are the true favorites of 
all. The wild violets may be used 
for naturalizing in the informal 
areas of the garden, even beneath 
shrubs. The forms of tufted 
pansies, because of their long sea- 
son of bloom, are excellent for 
edging plants. As rock garden sub- 
jects, violas are unexcelled.

officials of the Reading and 


kidnap-murder type must 

be classed as the final word 
in human fiendishness. In the 
past 12 years there have been 
four other outstanding cases in 
which the abductors killed their 
captives and then demanded 
ransom from distracted and help- 
Jess parents. Surely such horrors 
are the worst of all crimes, for 
they plumb the very depths of 
heartlessness. 


It is worth noting, in view of 
how the Hart case ended—the 
lynching of his murderers—that 
in. three of the four similar cases 
which preceded it justice failed to 
exact a penalty warranted by the 
offenses. 

Chronologically, the first of the 
series is the kidnaping of 18- 
months-old Blakely Coughlin on 
the night June 1}. 1921. This case 
is notable because the child's 
father, George H. Coughlin, was 
not wealthy but merely an aver- 
age young businessman. In some 
respects, the Coughlin crime is 
the worst of all. 

The Coughlins—mother, father 
and three sma!) children—had 
just moved to their summer cot- 
tage near Norristown, Pa. On the 
night of June 1 Coughlin and Mrs. 
Coughlin played bridge at a 
neighbor's cottage, leaving ‘the 
children in the care of a nurse- 
maid. When they returned, the 
nurse left and they went to bed 
in a room adjoining the children’s 
room. 

At about 2 a. m., Mrs. Coughlin 
suddenly awoke and sat upright 
in bed. She listened a moment, 
wondering what had aroused her, 
then sank back to sleep. 

But immediately she was awake 
again. She heard a tiny cry, 
quickly stifled. Bhe shook her hus- 
band and he got up sleepily and 
went into the children’s room. 
Little Blakely was not in his crib. 
The window was open. There was 
a ladder leaning against the win- 
dow sill. Blakely had been kid- 
naped. 

The local police suspected the 
mother. They found it hard to be- 
lieve that any one would kid- 
nap the child of such an obscure 
family. Moreover, Mrs. Coughlin 
behaved too bravely during these 
awful hours. Why wasn't she hys- 
terical? Kidnaped.-ha, ha. 

Meanwhile, the frantic parents 
awaited word from the abductor. 
They prayed for their son's wel- 
fare tn the cruel hands of a crimi- 
nal and made ready to make any 
sacrifice to inaure the infant's re- 
turn. Dozens of letters came, but 
the most convincing was from one 
who signed himself “The Crank.” 
Coughlin obeyed instructions, 
scraped together $12,000. every 
cent he had in the world, and 
left the money at midnight, June 
24, behind the trolley station at 
Swedeland, a nearby town. 


The ransom money disappeared. 
The parents waited for the child. 

But he was not returned. 

The police refused to believe 
that the Coughlins had paid a 
ransom 


Coughlin soon heard again from 
the kidnaper. He said the child 
was alive and well, but that he 
would be slain if the parents did 
not pay another $12,000. Cough- 
lin had no more money. He and 
hia wife reached the lowest leve! 
of despair during this dreadful 
period, believing as they dia that 
they were utterly at the mercy of 
the kidnaper 


VISIT HEAD 
OF STATE POLICE. 

In desperation Coughlin visited 
Major Lynn G. Adams. head of 
the celebrated state police. Adams 
listened to their story and prom- 
ised full co-operation. From then 
on there was progress 

Adams instructed Coughlin to 
state that he was through with 
the police. The state police chief 
~ himeelf declared publicly that he 
Was disappointed in Mr. Coughlin 
for his refusa! to take the au- 
thorities into his confidence. Al! 
this was duly reported in the 
newspapers. 

The kidnaper directed Coughlin 
to take the Baltimore § express 
from Philadelphia and to throw 

from the train 
when he saw a white flag with a 
biack cross. The train made no 
stop for 50 kidnaper 
Knew he could not be caught, 
ince the flag could be placed at 
any point aiong that 50-mile 
stretch 

Acting om Adams’ instructions, 
Coughiin tassed a bag from the 
train when he saw the flag. In- 
stead of the ransom the bag con- 
tained a letter needed 
more ‘time to collect so much 
money.

Pennsylvania railroads. 
On August 2, Coughlin again 
took a trip, this time on the At- 


lantic City Express from Camden. 
However, a blind train with sev- 
eral officers preceded the express, 
and as soon as the officers saw 
the white flag a square of card- 
board containing a number was 
placed in the window. The num- 
ber corresponded to the zone in 
which the flag had been seen. 


The runners caught the kid- 
naper as he was picking up the 
bag Coughlin threw from the ex- 
press. 


The prisoner was August Pascal, 
who eventually confessed that the 
Coughlin baby was smothered to 
death as he fied from the house, 
and that he threw the weighted 
body into the river. Pascal re- 
ceived not the death penalty but 
life imprisonment. If all this had 
happened in San Jose or vicinity, 
perhaps August Pascal would not 
have got off so easily. 

The kidnapers of Bobby Franks, 
smart arrogant young fellows, 
thought they could iniprove on 
Pascal's methods. Both students 
of the perfect crime, they worked 
out an intricate pattern and then 
set about its execution. They were 
utterly confident, for they be- 
lieved their scheme could not fail, 
and utterly heartless, for they 
never considered the idea of re- 
turning their victim alive. 


Robert Franks, 14-year-old son 
of one of Chicago's richest men, 
disappeared on the afternoon of 
May 21, 1924. He had witnessed a 
ball game at the exclusive Har- 
vard school and then started 
home. He had not reached his 
home. That evening a voice over 
the telephone informed the fath- 
er, Jacob Franks, that the child 
had been kidnaped and would be 
returned upon payment of a ran- 
50m. 


The family awaited further in- 
structions. The next morning a 
typewritten letter arrived from 
the kidnapers. The letter, com- 
posed with perfect diction and 
punctuation, instructed Franks as 
to the preparation of the $10,000 
ransom, and told him to wait for 
further orders. Franks got togeth- 
er the cash, all old bills as the 
kidnapers instructed, and was 
awaiting word from his son's 
captors when a body, discovered 
that morning in a culvert on the 
outskirts of the city, was identi- 
fied as the missing Bobby. 


Only one clue had the police at 
this time, apart from the ques- 
tionable- clue of the letter. This 
was a pair of horn-rimmed spec- 
tacles found near the body. 


While they were attempting to 
trace the ownership of these 
glasses, a hundred other angles 
of the crime were being investi- 
gated. Richard Loeb, rich cousin 
of the murdered boy, took part in 
the search, aiding the police in 
many small ways. Among the 
floral pieces delivered to the house 
was one from the kidnapers. 
Nathan Leopold, another son of 
wealth, and pal of Dicky Loeb, 
called at the Franks’ home to 
extend his sympathy. 

TRACE SPECTACLES 
TO LEOPOLD. 


The spectacles were traced to 
Leopold. He had a logical explan- 
ation, as he often stalked birds 
(though but 19 he was a recog- 
nized authority on birds) in that 
desolate region where the body 
was found. However, the lenses 
of the spectacles were dry, and it 
had rained since the time Leo- 
pold said he was at the scene. 


Loeb and Leopold were taken 
into custody. Other clues devel- 
oped quickly—among other things, 
the typewritten message was trac- 
ed to a machine Leopold had 
owned—and after long sessions of 
separate questioning, in which the 
authorities played one against the 
other, the two confessed the in- 
credible crime. 


They had lured Bobby Franks 
into a car, beaten him to death 
with a taped chisel, removed his 
clothes, poured acid on his face 
to destroy identification, then 
stuffed the body into the culvert, 
expecting that the action of the 
water would destroy the corpse 
bevond recognition within a few 
weeks or months. They were 
clever young fellows, cognizant of 
such matters as the corpus delicti, 
but they happened to pick a vic- 
tim who was not quite small 
enough to conceal In that partic- 
ular culvert. 

Clarence Darrow, the country’s 
most efficient criminal lawyer, 
was hired to defend these two 
sons of wealth. He surprised the

The Pacific coast’s worst case— 
we are referring to the Marian 
Parker horror—began to unfold 
about noon, December 15, 1927, 
when the 12-year-old Los Angeles 
girl] fell into the clutches for her 
fiendish killer. 


The kidnaper called at the 
child's school, told tKe teacher 
Marian’s father had been hurt 
and was calling for his daughter. 
Marian left in the custody of her 
abductor. Later, when Marian's 
twin sister, Marjorie, returned 
home from school] the family real- 
ized what had happened and in- 
formed the police. 


Phone calls advised Parker to 
do nothing until he received a 
special delivery letter. The letter 
arrived the next morning. It told 
Parker to obtain $1,500 in $20 
United State gold certificates and 
gave him 72 hours to pay the 
ransom. That same day came a 
heart-wringing appeal in the 
child's own handwriting. 


KIDNAPER FAILS 
TO APPEAR. 


“Your daughter's life hangs by 
a thread,” wrote the kidnaper in 
a postscript, “and I have a Gil- 
lette (razor blade) ready and able 
to handle it.” 


. The. Parker phone rang three 
times that afternoon, but each 
time, as the distracted father 
answered it, the wire went dead. 
That evening. following instruc- 
tions, he went to a designated 
spot with the money, but the kid- 
naper failed to appear. Detectives 
had hovered about the scene. A 
night and morning of anguish, 
then same another letter from 
the abductor and two appeals 
from the child. 

Parker pleaded with the police 
to withdraw while he got back 
his daughter. The authorities sus- 
pended all activities. Night fell. 
The kidnaper phoned, Parker 
agreed to follow all directions. 

The father waited on a lonely 
street. He had the money with 
him, and his heart was full of 
hope and expectation. In a few 
minutes, he was sure, all the 
agony of these past few days 
would be at an end. Poor, gentle, 
little Marian ... had it been s0 
harrowing for her, or had the 
kidnaper been kind and consid- 
erate toward her during her cap- 
tivity? 

A machine drove up. The kid- 
naper, a handkerchief concealing 
his face below the eyes, brandish- 
ed a gun and told Parker to hand 
over the money. 

“Can I see my daughter?” 
Parker asked. s 

The kidnaper pulled the child 
toward him. Parker thought she 
had been drugged. “She's asleep.” 
the masked man said. “Now hand 
over the dough.” 


Parker did so. 
her?” 

“I'll leave her down the stree’ 
a ways.” 

The car moved off, then stopped 
about 200 feet up the street. Park- 
er saw the kidnaper place a Dun- 
Gie on the curb. The car fled 

Parker ran, sobbing with happi- 
ness, to the spot. 

Surely this was one of the most 
dreadful moments in the history 
of crime. What the father found 
was not a live. sleeping child. but 
a mutilated and legless corpse. 
Around the throat was a wire 
twisted so tightly as to cause a 
gaping wound. The kidnaper had 
made a crude attempt to sew the 
eyes open so that Parker would

be deceived into thinking Marian 
was alive. 

Los Angeles wept when the hor- 
rible news was printed. The 
whole nation shuddered. 


IDENTIFY KILLER 
FROM FINGERPRINTS. 
Fingerprints taken from the let- 
ters and an abandoned car were 
identified as those of William Ed- 
ward Hickman, 19, former em- 
ploye of Parker’s bank. Hickman 
had been charged with forgery 
and thus his fingerprints “had 
gone into the police records. Aft- 
er this was established. other 
clues developed linking Hickman 
to the crime. 


Meanwhile, he had fled. A trail 
of $20 certificates stretched 
through northern California into 
Oregon. The vast manhunt ended 
in his capture on December 22 
near Pendleton, Ore., and he was 
returned under heavy guard to 
Los Angeles. Crowds gathered 
wherever the train stopped, and 
when he reached Los Angeles it 
would have needed little to in- 
flame a mob against this mon- 
ster. 

Hickman was hanged—legally, 
we mean—on October 19, 1928.

The Lindbergh case, of coursé, 
is of the same pattern as these 
other atrocities. This writer, for 
one, does not believe that the 
Lindbergh kidnaper had any more 
intention of keeping the child 
alive than did Babe Leopold and 
his playful pal in Chicago. It is 
not unlikely that Charles Lind- 
bergh Jr. was dead five minutes 
after the kidnaper clapped a 
hand over the infant’s mouth as 
he slept in his crib at Hopewell. 

That was, as most of us know 
only too well, on the night of 
March 1, 1932. 

According to the police, the ab- 
ductor left a ransom note in the 
nursery. The message warned 
Colonel Lindbergh against in- 
forming the police: and told him 
that $50,000 would have to be paid 
to insure the return of the baby. 
The father immediately express- 
ed his willingness, and meanwhile 
the family asked the kidnapers, 
through the newspapers,, to treat 
the child's cold, and also publish- 
ed his prescribed diet. 

And all the while, as the family 
and people everywhere prayed for 
the golden-haired youngster’s safe 
return, the body lay in a thicket 
almost within sight of the white 
house at Hopewell. 

Negotiations between Colonel 
Lindbergh and persons he believ- 
ed were the kidnapers of his son 
were carried on through adver- 
tisements in the Bronx Home 
News. 


At last, after days of suspense, 
Dr. John F. Condon, former school 
principal serving as intermediary, 
handed over $50,000 to a member 
of the gang. All the world waite. 
with the young parents as the 
agonizing hours passed and the 
child was not returned. 

The dreadful suspense ended on 
May 12, when the body was found 
five miles from the Hopewe.! 
homestead. 

What would have happened to 
the Lindbergh criminals had they 
been caught in New Jersey ana 
confessed this crime a few hours 
after the body was found?

Brooke Hart disappeared on 
November 9, after leaving the 
Hart department store in San 
Jose. Cal. At 10:30 oclock that 
night the kidnapers phoned the 
Hart home and demanded $40,000 
ransom. The call was traced to a 
San Francisco hotel. Numerous 


letters were received within the 
next few days, supposedly from 
the young man’s abductors. 

But Hart was dead hours before 
the kidnapers phoned the home. 
Thomas Thurmond admitted this 
after he was trapped while phon- 
ing the Hart home. He implicated 


Holmes. They confessed they kill- 
ed Hart deliberately, then tossed 
his body into San Francisco bay. 

The body was found November 
26 and a few hours later the mur- 
derers were lynched. 

Five horrible cases. In only one 
instance did justice triumph. Had 


all the guilty persons in the four 
previous cases suffered the death 
penalty within 30 or 40 days of 
their crimes Thomas Thurmond 
and Jack Holmes would probably 
be still alive—but they wouldn't 
be alive for very long.

as well as bridge players 
throughout the United 

States, are waking up to the fact 
that all the brilliant bids and all 
the masterly plays are not exe- 
cuted by the little group of play- 
ers living on the narrow island 
which is the heart of the metrop- 
olis of our country. Surprising (‘to 
the New York experts) shows of 
strength by pairs from other sec- 
tions of the United States have 
had a sobering effect upon the 
masters and in my judgment can- 
not fail to be of tremendous bene- 
fit not only to the game as a 
world-wide institution, but to the 
players who have been able to see 
nothing west of New York in the 
way of contract players. 

The grand national congress of 
the United States Bridse Associa- 
tion, scheduled to be held in New 
York city the week beginning 
January 8, will, for the first time 
in the history of the bridge, 
bring together the strongest 
players from all sections of the 
United States. The VU. 8. B. A. 
has made eligible holders of title 
events conducted by other organi- 
zations, suc:: as the American 
Whist League and the American 
Bridge League. In addition to this, 
however, through a series of city 
and regional elimination contests, 
the association has provided for 
bringing to New York the strong- 
est players of every section of the 
United States. These players will 
compete in team-of-four and pair 
contests -to determine who are 
actually the best bridge players 
under the test of tournament play. 

I myself will be greatly surprised 
if this tournament does not, as 
did the last Vanderbilt cup event, 
provide many upsets and perhaps 
further wounds to the vanity of 
New York bridge players. In fact, 
I am almost certain that some 
unknown pair, so far as New York 
is concerned, will furnish the out- 
standing interest in the tourna- 
ment. 

Whatever the result of the con- 
is, in my judg- 
ment, the greatest step forward 
that has been taken in national! 
bridge competition, as the organi- 
zation of the Schwab cup matches 
was in international competition. 
The former so-called national 
contests have brought together 
the same little group of players 
from New York, tladelphia., 
Cleveland, occasionally Chicago, 
and even more rarely Boston. 
These players, ignoring the rest 
of the great country, have assum- 
ed to settle the national cham- 
pionship, and national champions 
under this system have become 
so numerous ¢hat it requires 
column after column in a news- 
paper to enumerate them.

The bidding of the hand, in 
my judgment, is very fine. After 
North bids two no-trump, South 
has a right to assume that he has 
sufficient diamonds to assure the 
solidity of that suit. Apparently 
he also holds some strength in 
spades, and when the later bid- 
ding discloses that the partner- 
ship holds all the aces, the con- 
tract for a grand slam does not 
appear unreasonably high. Cer- 
tainly, when West doubles the 
grand siam contract, North’s re- 
double must come as a matter of 
course, because in view of South's 
seven-diamond bid, the knave of 
diamonds with two others must 
solidify the diamond suit, and 
North's spade king should assure 
that no spade tricks will be lost. 


Mr. Benson points out that 
when West, against the grand 
slam contract, opened the heart 
king, South had three choices as 
to the method of play. He could 


trump a spade in the dummy and 
finesse a club or he could play 
for a squeeze. The plan actually 
determined upon was to draw the 
diamonds and hope for a 3-2 split 
in spades. This, it was soon dis- 
closed, would not work, and South 
then saw that his only hope for 
success was either a successful fi- 
nesse in clubs or a squeeze. West 
was clearly marked with the heart 
queen, and the fact that he had 
doubled the contract of seven 
Suggested the strong probability 
that he had a potential stopper 
of the club suit. He had shown 
up with the singleton spade and 
three diamonds. In any event, 
if the finesse was to work, there 
was no harm whatever in first 
testing out the possibilities of the 
squeeze. Therefore, leaving dum- 
my’s club holding intact, the de- 
clarer continued the development 
of the hand until the following 
situation was developed: 


When the last diamond was led, 
obviously West was squeezed. The 
heart queen must be retained, as 
otherwise the entire dummy was 
good. Hence, he was forced to part 
with one of his clubs. The heart 
knave, having served its purpose 
as a squeeze card, was now given 
up, and the last 4 tricks won with 
the clubs in dummy. 

As the cards lie, the club fi- 
nesse would have been equally 
successful, but that possibility 
was retained by the line of play 
adopted by Mr. Benson.
